The recommendation that ''corporate- forms do '•<>' 


absolve from or alter the moral obligations of individual.--" 
must become an actual practice if the corporation is to 
survive. 
That individuals have hidden behind the im- 


personality of this legal creature, have found in 'hi.- im- 
personality license or justification for acts which n? indi- 
viduals they would have hesitated to perform is a com- 
monplace that hardly need? to be stated. It i.= in protest 
of just such pleading and practice that we now have the 
aphorism that "guilt is persona!." 


The last item in the code should especially challenge 


not only the conscience but the acumen of the business 
man. It reads: "Business should render restrictive legis- 
lation unnecessary thru so conducting itself as to deserve 
and inspire public confidence."

A Code Of Business Ethics 


COMMITTEE of the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce has drafted a code of business ethics, based 


on "the material need? of mankind," which will be sub- 
mitted to the convention of the chamber ai Cleveland f 
next month.

The convention's action may not be predicted, but if f 


adopted it is altogether improbable that such an idea! 3 
polity will suddenly become effective. 
For the code is. 


Indeed, a counsel of perfection. Nevertheless, there rn< 
two Items in the draft which ought to command the- grave 
approval of business. 


The recommendation that '"corporate forms do i<o' 


absolve from or alter the moral obligations of individual" 
must become an actual practice if the corporation is to 
survive. 
That individuals have hidden behind tho im- 


personality of this legal creature, have found in this im- 
personality license or justification for acts which as indi- 
viduals they would have hesitated to perform is a com- 
monplace that hardly needs to be stated. 
It is in protest 


of just such pleading and practice that we now have the 
aphorism that "guilt is personal." 


The last item in the code should especially challenge 


not only the conscience but the acumen of the business ^ 
man. 
It reads: "Business should render restrictive legi.-- f 


laiion unnecessary thru so conducting itself as to deserve 
and inspire public confidence." 


Sincere compliance with this admonition would do 


more to allay unrest and calm the turbulence of i'ne limes 
than all the coercive or remedial laws that could 
In-
